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| STINKING SMUT

Professor A. W. Henry, of the depart- 
ment of field crops at the University, has 
prepared a booklet dealing with the sub- 
ject of “Stinking Smut of Wheat in 
Alberta,” which is now being distributed 
by the department of extension. 

The opening paragraph is arresting:—~ 


"Stinking mut or bunt of wheat has been 
causing much unn iry loss during the past fw 
seasons, no! nly i tern Canada, bul as well 
in neighboring of the United States, During 
the summer of 1930, 286 fields were examined at 
random in Alberta, and 42.6 per cent. were found 
to contain stinking smut Since the grain has 
come on the mat more evidence of the preval- 
ence of this smut has been obtain In the ine 
spections meade at Edmonton for instance, during 
the period Octob 15 to March 30, between one 
and two and a half per cent, of the carloads of 
wheat examined have graded smutty, This means 


often amounting to from five 
loss In 


a reduction in price 
to ten cents per bushel, in addition to the 
yield which has occurred in the field 


That fixes the status of smut as one of 
the important enemies the Alberta farmer 
has to fight. It establishes both the prev- 
alence of the disease and the penalty the 
farmer has to pay for growing smutty 
wheat. A possible saving of ten cents per 
bushel, with wheat at the present price, is 
w pretty strong inducement to combat the 
pest. ‘Twelve cents, it may be noted, pays 
the freight on a bushel of wheat from Ed- 
monton to Vancouver. 

The pamphlet explains in detail how 
the farmer can free himself of the smut- 
tax. If, as suggested, something like one- > 
cighth of the farmers in the province are 
now paying this tax, the wide distribution 
of this authoritative explanation of how 
the disease may be eliminated is a matter 
of more than minor public interest. 


TIME TO ADVERTISE 


Calgary papers are already carrying 
three-quarter page advertisements of the 
exhibition and stampede that is to be held 
in that city from July 6th to 11th. This 
is in accord with the policy the manage- 
ment has followed for several years, of 
getting the announcements of the event 
prominently before the public many weeks 
in advance of the event itself, 

Beyond any reasonable doubt that is 
one reason why Calgary’s big mid-summer 
show draws an enormous crowd every 
year, and a larger crowd each succeeding 
year in norma! times. By these advance 
announcements the dates and other de- 
tails regarding the show are got into the 
minds of people living hundreds of miles 
in every direction from the city, while 
there is time for them to plan their sum- 
mer outings so as to take in the stampede 
and exhibition. 

Edmonton has never been lavish in the 
use of newspaper space in order to give its 
fair the benefit of advance publicity, 
Rather the contrary. That has been 4 
mistake, the results of which are reflected 
in the comparatively limited range from 
which visitors come in numbers to attend 
the fair, People are already thinking and 
talking about the Calgary fair. They 
ought to be also thinking and talking 
about the Edmonton fair, But they will 
not do that unless it is called forcefully 
and persuasively to their attention, 

This is not a very favorable year for 
exhibitions. That must be admitted. It 
will be a particularly bad year for fairs 
which are not advertised sufficiently or in 
good time. The fair that will get the 
crowds is the fair that ‘goes after them." 
Publicity and plenty of it, is the one way 
to get a satisfactory attendance in times 
like these. And the sooner the publicity 
is started the better will be the results.

Just what was at the bottom of at 


least two of these three mad outbreaks? 
Apparently the two men concerned came 
to the conclusion that-in all this broad 
world there was no place and no way in 
which they could make a living for their 
families or a success of life. What a 
monstrous assumption for any man to ac- 
cept! 

Every person who reads the news- 
papers knows that in numberless cases it 
has been an absolute Godsend to a man 
when his business went “broke” or he lost 
his job. The self-made millionaires of the 
world are recruited largely from the ranks 
of former bankrupts and “down and outs”. 
But these were men who refused to be- 
lieve that because they had failed once 
they never could succeed, Who knows, 
when his business fails or’ his employment 
ceases, but that this very circumstance 
may cause him to stumble over an idea 
that will make him better off than he has 
ever been? 

Considerations of right, duty, obliga- 
tions and all that aside, from the purely 
materialistic point of view the most unrea- 
soning thing a man can do is to abandon 
hope. A crisis may be only the turning 
point to something better. It sometimes 
takes an upheaval of that kind to rout a 
man out of a comfortable rut and start 
him on the road to success.

THE CARE OF THE SCALP 
Nearly every women today uses fin- 
ger waves, waler waves or permanen| 
The waves do not injure the strands 
of hatr, However, when the hair has 
been waved the woman usually does 


not brush the hair or comb it very 


mucn 80 as to avoid disturbing the 
waves or curls, For this reason the 
sealp is often neglected. 

One must remember that one can- 
not have good healthy hair unless the 
hair and the scalp are kept clean 
Many people are afraid to wash the 


hair too often leat it become dry, yet} 


it is just as important to keep the 
hair as free from dirt as any other 
part of the body, Washing the hair 
once or twice a month is not enough 

It is true that when a shampoo is 
improperly used the natural oil 
the hair will be removed and the scalp 
will become dry but this will never oc- 
cur if the right method of shampooing 
is used. Whenever possible use dig 
tilled or rainwater, as they wash the 


haiy better than ordinary water, The | 


hair should first be moistened with 
warm water, then thoroughly lathered 
with a good toilet soap or 
preparation, Massage the head gen- 
tly between the fingers and work the 
later well into the scalp. Then rinse 
out the soap, Repeat the process, wash 
the hair again, rinse it twice and give 
another rinse in warm water to which 
a litle lemon juice has been added 
Now dry the hair thoroughly, using 
a large turkish towel. If possible, get 
the direct sunlight on the hair or use 
a good electric heater, waving the 
hair in the fingers in the heat, 


After the hair has been dried put} 


a feasponfull of cocoanut oll or olive 
oll in the palms of the hands and 
thoroughly massage this into the scalp 
or hair roots. This will give the 
scalp another coating of oll to re- 
place that which has been washed out 
and in this way the lustre and gloss 
will be restored to the hair, 

The entire scalp should be rubbed 
vigorously and the extra oil removed 
with another clean towel, 

Probably the best scalp tonic in the 
world is “elbow grease”, 

If you have any disease of the 
scalp, such as dandruff, this washing 
and oiling of the hair should be re- 
peated at least every other day, and 
if possible every day for several weeks 
until the trouble clears. If you have 
no disease of the scalp, it is a good 
plan to shampoo the hair.in this way 
once w week, If you do 40 you are not 
likely 
the scalp, and if you will thoroughly 
massage the scalp every day in addi- 
tion to using the right method of 
shampoo you will improye the circu.
